Fellow commuters, can nothing be 
done to remedy this unncessary evil? 
Must we be driven from our homes, 
and the beautiful and healthful sub¬ 
urbs of Los Angeles starved and re¬ 
tarded by a soulless corporation’s in¬ 
difference to our welfare ?

Direct decision by the voters of 
Sierra Madre on the location of the 
sanitarium zone under the proposed 
zoning ordinance will be secured by 
means of an initiative election, accord¬ 
ing to latest reports. A petition now 
in preparation will be in circulation 
soon, asking for the submission of the 
entire ordinance to popular vote. 

Signatures of 16 per cent of the 
voters are required to make the peti¬ 
tion valid and mandatory on the city 
trustees. The latter have the option 
of adopting the ordinance as submitted 
or of submitting it to popular vote. 

The zone asked for in the petition, ii 
is said, will be that asked for by prac¬ 
tically unanimous vote at the mass 
meeting when the ordinance was first 
submitted for consideration, namely 
that portion of the city lying east of 
the stream of the Little Santa Anita. 
The protests made at the last mass 
meeting against the opening up of a 
strip along the entire length of the 
city’s choicest foothill section was felt 
to confirm the vote of the previous 
meeting. 

Submission of the initiative ordi¬ 
nance, it is believed, will make a clean 
cut issue. It is hoped this will avoid 
the injection of personalities and ex¬ 
traneous issues which are more likely 
to appear in connection with recall or 
even referendum proceedings. 

The next meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees will take place June 14, when the 
ordinance will probably come up again 
and the petition presented. 


Mr. Knox of the Los Angeles City 
Planning commission wisely voiced a 
note of warning when he laid stress 
on the need of conserving the “com¬ 
munity spirit,” which of late has been 
much disturbed. 

This spirit must be properly estab¬ 
lished and maintained before we can 
progress in the right manner. 

Doubtless the main issue at pi-esent 
is the proposed zoning ordinance 
which must be adjusted on a basis sat¬ 
isfactory to the majority of our citi¬ 
zens. 

Since every individual cannot be 
pleased, in whatever conclusions are 
arrived at, it obviously follows that 
the right course to pursue is the one 
that satisfies the greatest number. It 
seems to the writer that the main 
question to answer or adjust is wheth- i 
er the wishes of the majority are to 
prevail, or the judgment of the men 
in authority is to dominate. 

1 do not for a moment question or 
doubt the honesty of purpose of our 
Trustees. President Mitchell fearless¬ 
ly defends his prerogative to think and 
act as his best judgment dictates, even 
though such be in direct conflict with 
the will of the people. 

Presumably his associates are actu¬ 
ated by the same motives. 

It thus narrows itself down to this: 
Shall the judgment of the comparative 
few, or the demands of the many, pre¬ 
vail? 

All my life I have labored under the 
impression that men are elected to of¬ 
fice to carry out the wishes of their 
constituents; it may be that this idea 
is a mistake and delusion and that 
perhaps the people are entitled only 
to whatever those in authority decide 
is best for them. This may be correct 
in law, but is it in justice? 

Now since we cannot all think alike, 
probably the only remedy is some 
compromise measure. This certainly

slaughter around $35, the nature of 
the competition, and also the more fa¬ 
vored position of the American pro¬ 
ducer of beef, are apparent in spite of 
heavy imports of beef and veal by 
ourselves from both Canada and Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Yet with all these beef imports (37 
million lbs. in 1922) the per capita 
consumption of beef here was only 
61.4 ibs. compared with 79.2 in 1900— 
a decrease which would account for 
lack of domestic demand for about 
1,860 million pounds of meat, meas¬ 
ured on the per capita basis of 1900. 
We seem to need a campaign of “eat 
more meat” as well as “eat more 
wheat” ami “eat more raisins” or

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Culling, Lighting and Feeding 


Practical experience accruing during 
the last half dozen years emphasizes 
the fact that, in order to reup the 
, greatest profit from poultry culture 
% there must be systematic culling, 
which detail first came into greater 
prominence in a desultory way, devel¬ 
oping into fixed practice. If, indeed, 
supplementary factors are utilized, 
culling will ever remain as one of the 
primary steps taken, and this not 
spasmodically, or, indeed, periodically.! 
The watchful eye of the flockmastci 
will be on the qui vive as he passes 
through his yards, not only to size up 
the flock, hut as a detective, to note 
the listless carriage, the dull eye, the 
withering comb, the bedraggled ap¬ 
pearance of any bird, if there be such 
in the flock. 

In the heyday of Hoganizing, after 
it had been proved there was much 
virtue in the system, large numbers 
of poultry keepers adopted the plan 
and with profit. The next step was I 
trapnesting, which some time since 
proved infallible in the matter of se¬ 
lection, and is continually growing in 
popularity. So many of the prominent j 
poultrymen of the Santa Cruz district 
have adopted this feature of the busi¬ 
ness that a trapnest association has 
been formed, attended with satisfying 
results. 

Some time since it was firmly im¬ 
pressed upon the minds of the pro¬ 
gressives that it was poor policy— 
management, if you will—to save no 


hens but those of proved high-laying 
ability. The profits of poultry culture 
are greatly lessened all over the land 
by feeding and otherwise caring for 
drones in the flock; boarders they are 
that live “on the fat of the land" and 
simply loaf around. It seems a dif¬ 
ficult matter to impress on the minds 
of too large a number of poultrymen 
the fact that it costs no more for the i 
upkeep of first class hens than it does, 
for lower grade fowls. 

The number of poultrymen who, 
during the longest nights of the year,! 
use artificial lights in the endeavor to I 
accelerate egg production during the 
period when eggs command highest 
Price is increasing year by year. There' 
was a time when this action was 
thought to be naught but an idle f 
notion by unprogressives, but its util-! 
ity has been clearly demonstrated. The 
use of this factor is ever gaining in 
popularity, for it has in many ways 
proved to be advantageous. Not that 
the annual output of eggs for hens so 
treated has, as a rule, been enlarged, 1 
hut un increased output accrues at a 
very opportune time. 

Hut tiie profit accruing from this 
practice is conditional, for experience, 
not very long in obtaining, lias 
brought to the front the fact that I 
while for the commercial egg farmer 
artificial lights in season will be 
found profit producing, it is otherwise 
when the eggs are used in the breed- 
ing pon. The undue stimulus, the fore

ing of egg production, lessens the vi¬ 
tality of the germ, depriving the re¬ 
sultant chick of vigor necessary for’ 
greatest development. 

This has been proved in numberless 
eases. If there are any breeders who 
doubt the assertion they will be fully 
convinced if the practice is continued 1 
for an indefinite time. 

Another factor is the matter of I 
feeding. Not every poultryman is 
satisfied with the system he has adopt -' 
ed. There are always some of an in-1 
quiring mind, seeking for accurate in¬ 
formation, especially when there is a 
falling off in production. It is well 
to investigate. The plan your neigh¬ 
bor has adopted may not prove suc¬ 
cessful in your case. You may obtain 
a fund of useful knowledge from bul¬ 
letins gratuitously distributed by the 
agricultural experimental stations of j 
this or that state, formulated by ex¬ 
perienced, up-to-date specialists. But 
bear in mind that “a rolling stone 
gathers no moss.” If you are doing 
well under present treatment do not 
get in the habit of changing from this 
to that. 

And right here it may be said that 
simple rations have proved as good as 
many a complex one. To be sure, 1 
hens, like humans, relish variety. Toi 
them it may be that "variety is the 
spice of life,” hut it cannot truthfully 
be said that the more ingredients used 
in the composition of mash, dry or 
j moist, the larger will be the egg pro¬ 
duction. Wheat, corn and outs (or 
barley), supplemented by beef scrap 
or fish meal, serve a good purpose, of¬ 
ten as well as more costly rations. But 
let everyone he fully convinced in his 
own mind. 

New Jersey is noted far and near 
for the large number of White Leg¬ 
horns kept for egg production, but the 
statisticians inform us that state pro¬ 
duces less than one per cent of the 
entire output of this country. Of the 
fifty million cases of eggs sold in the 
United States less than 450,000 were 
produced in New Jersey. Both Cali- j 
fornia and New York produce almost 
five times as many eggs. The output 
of this state is continually on the in¬ 
crease.
